It was a sham battle, but to. tho natives oceupy- 
ing tho country to the esst and south of the 
forts and battla lines it was very serious affsir.

‘A map of the whole section wa- specially made 
by the Viceroy’s men, occupying many days 
before the review took place. ‘Thy wap-makers 
industriously spread the report that Chang 
Kung-pao had asked for Tl. 400,000 trom 
General Li, aud beon rufused. Thoreforo he 
wus’ coming with all his forces to thrash Li aod 
his army. . Soldiers were arriving from about 
the 10th in increasing numbers up to tho idth 
instant. .Tho night. of Friday, ihe 15th, the 
Viceroy arrived. The saluling that took place 
on bis urrival. wax tho. begining of o feurful 
struggle, to the ignorant fui mera, By Satnrday 
morning the price of rice, in thucity, had fallen 
500 cash per piowl—in the country in many 
places, as much aa 2,000 cash per picol. By 4 
p.m. ms Jarge eection of country it 
was half-price as compared with two 
days before; chickens, pigs and cows were’ 
being cffered in the sxme way, but for- 
tunaicly for the people there were few buyers. 
So great was the panic that suicide was resorted 
to. Further, it is reported, many childzen were 
drowned in order to get rid of them and allow 
their parents {o run the faster, Sunday morn.
